To the Kditor of Tho Tiincs-I)lspatch:

Sir. Your editorial of July 12. en¬
titled "Virginians Without a Party,"
directs attention to certain political
conditions in this State which, if al¬
lowed to continue, will dually destroy
all political manhood and personal lih-
ert y in the (Jomnionwealth. The scien¬
tific farmer and his friends but faintly
voiced the sentiments of over 17.0,000
nonvoting white men in the State, a
grand total of nearly three times the
full voting strength of the whole
Democratic party. Surely, a voice
from this mass of intelligence is worthy
of consideration. Not only is the
farmer without a party, but the me¬
chanics, the laborers, clerks, profes¬
sional men and. in fact, everybody else
except the politicians nnd their friends.
This deplorable condition is broadly
charged by the press to political
apathy; well, suppose we admit tho
charge. Kor every condition there is a
cause: for the present political condi¬
tion in Virginia there is not only one,
but many causes. Here is a little po¬
litical gospel to which I wish to call
your attention.
